One of the leading b usiness col­ 
leges of northern Illinois is the Cop­ 
ping Commercial school of this city. 
1 he success of the institution is al­ 
most e ntirely due to tlie faithful and 
untiling work and the hom st m eth­ 
ods pursued b y its fouRd<.*r. Prof. W. 
If. Coppins. Each year scores of stu­ 
dents graduate from the institution 
and secure responsib le positions in 
the b usiness world. Many of the stu­ 
dents are now holding hitch positions 
of trust or are the leading b usiness 
men of the city where they reside. 


i he present year has b een very 
successful for the school. There art* 
at present over eighty students en­ 
rolled and this numb er w ill b e greU - 
ly increased after the holidays. The 
school at the present time is located 
on the second floor of the C. J. Ros- 
b rook b uilding, the quarters b eing 
large and commodious. 
In the first few years the ins titu­ 
tion was conducted b ookkeeping, pen 
inanship. arithm etic and stenograj liy 
constituted the greater portion of t.ie 
course of study, b ut of re ent year, 
the school has gradually b rane ne ’ 
out until now they have a full nor­ 
mal course, e v e y study required for 
a teacher to secure a first grade cer­ 
tificate b eing now taught at the in­ 
stitution, and at present there is :< 
large class enrolled in this depart­ 
ment. W ith the installation of the 
full norm al course this affords an ex 
cel lent opportunity for students who 
wish to follow the vocation of teach­ 
ing, and do not care to enter high 
school. A nothe r practical cours« of 
study was installed in the last year 
or so. civil service. The course is 
taught and when the student com­ 
pletes this course he is prepared to 
take the civil service 
exam ination 
for various positions in the C. S. 
civil service department, b oth in the 
mail service and various other de­ 
part ments. 
The school w ill enjoy a ‘‘ew days' 
vacation at Christmas tim e and short 
ly after Christmas the students w ill 
hold their annual b anquet, which is 
given at this season of the year.

H unters in Illinois are 
much con­ 
cerned ab out the opinion of A ttor­ 
ney General Siead relative to 
the 
game law as it applies to k illing of 
quail. In response to a request, from 
State Commissioner W heeler of A u­ 
b urn. Mr. Stead sub m itted an opin­ 
ion that a hunter can legally have 
not more than twelve quail or one 
day’s hunting as lim ited b y law. 
H unters contend that they should 
b e perm itted to return from a hunt 
with all the quail they k ill provided 
they keep w ithin the legal lim it and 
not k ill more chan 
twelve 
b irds a 
day. 


Cnder Stead’s opinion a 
hunter 
who hunts tw 0 days or more and 
k ills his twelve lim it each day must 
throw away all b ut twelve of H i 
b irds or dispose of them 
J^n some 
manner, or b e guilty of violation of 
the law. 
Do ubtful if Enfo rced. 
It is d oub tful whether the law will 
b e enforced as interpreted b y the at­ 
torney general. Commissioner 
W h e e l 
or of course respects the opinon of 
Mr. Stead b ut says he b elieves 
I V the 
Intent of the law thaT a hunte r could 
have in his possession all the b irds 
he k ills on a hunting expedition pro­ 
vided he keep w ithin the k illin g lim ­ 
it of twelve b irds a day. 
Memb ers of the fish and game* com 
mittee of the state legislature who 
have b een Interviewed have taken 
issue w ith the attorney general. “ It 
was clearly the intent of the law that 
a man could have in his possession 
all the b irds he killed provided 
Ik 
did not violate the lim it of twelve 
b irds daily. It is ab surd to say that if 
he keeps w ithin the legal lim it when 
he hunts two days he can only have 
a day’s k illing in his possession at 
one t im e / ’ 
A ttorney (¿encrnl's Opinion, 
The attorney general’s opinion has 
left the question far from b eing set­ 
tled . 
The quali season closed 
last 
F ri­ 
day, Dec. 10. 
As-¡stunt 
States A ttorne y W ood­ 
ward said Mr. Stead’s opinion was 
b ased on the provision of the law 
that a person shall at no tim e 
h a v e 
in his possession more than 
twelve 
quail. 
The law makes it a separate of­ 
fense to have more than twelve of 


the b irds, said Mr. Woodward. There 
can b e no other construction. 
As a practical proposition he said 
if a man, for instance, had 18 b irds 
in his possession he could claim he 
had b een hunting four days, and this 
made it necessary to have the spe 
clflc provision that a person could 
not legally have more than twelve 
quail in his possession at any time.
